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CARVING UP PHILLY 

Why redistricting the city will be a bloody, 
crazy mess. By Isaiah Thompson 

O nrpti ctecade. Philadelphia's City Cniindl emharksona 
project so complicated, so intense and so completely non- 
sensical in so many ways that it threatens to tear the city’s 
IcfiaJotive arm apart and bring the very machinery of city govem- 
nienl grinding to a halt. This Limearoimd — accurdingtovarious 
sources, in City Hall — might be the worst. 

Prepare. Hiiladelphia, for The Great Redistricting from HeU. 

By mandate of ye oHeCi^ Charter, Philadelphia's council- 
manic districts must be redrawn every 10 years, following the U.S. 
Census count, to make eadi represent roughly 10 percent of the 
city’s population. When one district loses some share of its popula- 
tion, it has to expand itslwrders to gain it liai'k; if it has mure tlian 
its share, it has to give some up. If they don't finish by their dead- 
line. Council scops getting paid. 

What's more, the process is carried out not by geographers but by 
Council members — politicians with political motives and political 
methixis. In 2001. rKlisfrirling dragged iin for five niunthspaat 
deadline while Council members and then-Mayor John Street 
fought over district boundaries behind closed doors. It was during 
that time, while Council members weren’t being paid, that former 
Councilman Rick Mariano accepted bribes, fnr which he was later 
convicted and served prison Lime 


And that, according to some sources in City Hall, was an easy 
year comporod to tho situntion they now face. Recently the a^-’s 
new census data was circulated to Council members, including a 
map of where and Ihjw populalioii Im.s dianged that ‘literally sent 
rhilUduwii iny spine,' H.« one source in Cuuiidl pul it. 

Basically; the cion’s western districts have all lost population, while 
those in thccost and noithoQst have grown. Those in the middle hovo 
stayed about the eanie.’i'he districts that have lost populatioa in 
oilier wonl.',arpn<liaoenl,asarelhcK«e that grew — meaning there's 
alnwsi nowhere rorHiiybudy to go but straight thniugli the middle. 

Take, for example, the 3rd Council District, represented by 
Counalwoman Jannie 
Blackwell and comprising 
St ofWest Philadelphia. 
That district is about 7,000 
people too small. But the dis- 
tricts directly to the north and 
south of it — the 4th Dbtrict. represented by Curtis Jemee Jr., and 
the 2nd, represented by An ns 'Verna — have also lo.st population. 

T have no idea haw we're going In gel it done,* says Blackwell 
frankly, noting that the only nearby district that's gained popula- 
tion is the 5th, represented by Councilman DarroU Clarke. ‘But 
Oorrcll says. ‘J.B..thot’a Strawberry Mansion — that's my base!'"

At Lhi.s ninnth's hearing fur the renewal of Sugarltoiise's casino 
license, GamuigCunlrul RutiidCoimnisiiiuner Kenneth Trujillo 
called these numbers “vary disappointing'’ in a city that is. 
after all. mi^iority minority and that has more women than men. 

<Joc Mariin, SugarHouse'a director of procurement and supplier 
diversity, responded that boosting these statistics is*pretty much 
ajiassion of mine.'' 

Rep Ronald Waters, chairman ofthe Black Caucus.jmys the 
stats prove that several casinos have failed to make a “good-faith 
effort’ at involving minorities and women, and that to force them 
to do SO. the Gaming Control Board ought to deny or stall their

Which is exactly the point.say the Dulala Brothers, who 
are creating the Dumpster-tumed-coffin forPAFAsnew 
show, “Urbanism: Reimagining the Lived Environment." 
curated by Julien Robson. The Dufalas — conceptual artbts. 
experimental musicians, once or present menbeis of avant- 
rock eccentrics Man Man — will contribute four pieces to 
the show.joiningthrce other Philadelphia artists creating 
large-scale works exploring modem city life. 

“It comes from the idea of what we throw away and what 
we revere," says Billy Blaise Dufala about the Dumpster 
coffin, before brother Steven j umps in with, "And how our 
matcnnl culture dies. Wove ignored that aa a culture for 
a long, long time, and thnt hns arguably gotten us into a 
tat of trouble. Rending about chemical dumps and shit like 
that, it's kind ofhorribic. but somehow people have this 
fascination with just putting things into the ground and

Iftheelementsofa workofart can be called commoditiBS. 
then Golcn and (ha Dufalas aro essentially speaking the 
same language. For a littlo more than ayear, Billy Dufala, 
who is responsible for most of the duo’s .sculptuml work, has 
been picking through KevoluCion Recovery’s mountains of 
detritus for mntonals. His work has already bomclhjit oan 
ductwork sculpture and a dmin-link ranch house (or a show 
Qt Huverford College lost year. But the Dumpster collin will 
be the first piece built start-tod'ini^ on-site, where every 
element of the piece was sourced — with one exception. 

“I spent £14 on a (ucking big bag of tufting buttons," admits 
Billy, who discovered the site while foUowinga lead on some 
skyscraper ^ass with a felknv artist lie foimd Goku Hml his 
partner, Jonathan V^'bar, amenable to providing him access 
to maleiials.

“Tliafs l»w a really sunessful program," she .says "They hamne more Diunk'i)nl 
waste, so we’re a diflerem waste stream, Init thepngramsare very .similar in the way 
they want to create awareness of waste thnnigh art." 

The Dufalas' arrangement witli Revolution Recovery amounts to Dumpster diving 
writ large, akin to giving a couple of sweet-toothed kids the keys to acandy store. This 
does nothing but make the material end a little more reliable," saye Steven. 'Bui we've 
always been jumping into Dumpsters on the sideofthe road to find a bunch of cool shit. 
You get weird trash, you think it 'a cool, you don't know what you’re goingto do with it. 
you bramstorm on it,weEit down with a couple beers ondjust start shooting slut back 
and forth as fast as we can." 

Revolution Recovery is such an ideal workshop bocauecin theend it isol^ccts-- the 
rare treosu res m a pile ol'trash ortho mundane everyday — that ii^piro the Dufalas’ 
work, TTieir pieces have included a photograph of a Chuck Taylor stretched to ridicu- 
lous lengths, a militarized icc cream ti-uck arid toilet tricycles. '1 do truly love ob^ts,” 
Idtevcn says. "I just love cool thing s. The other part of that, though, is being able to spoak 
teas broad an audience as you possibly can. If you uscthingsthaipcopiccan relate to, 
then if B not this hish-ciMicept, weird avant-garde that nobody gels." 

While the bulk of thoir work is credited to the Dufala Brothers, Steven and Billy 
largely work separately. Steven is responsible for the duo’s work on paper and main- 
tains their archives from his studio in Chinotown'a Vox PopuLi building; Billy creates 
their throe- dimcnskmol pieces from a shared studio in West Philly and. mom recently, 
at the recycling ccntcc Despite the divisionol'labor.howcvcr. both brothers insist the 
work is truly collaborative. 

’You have to go beck a little bit further than the thing itself’ explains Steven. There 
is this pool of logic and ideas and sensibility that is totally shared 100 percent by both of 
us. And that’s the real heart of the collaboration.’ 




“We miffht act on it dinercat]y,''BilJy continues. “I’m 
deiinitcly somebody who will move tirom point A to point 
B where he will turn things ovet investigate and be more 
inquisitive about that journey.’ 

Whila thQir difTcrcnces can make them ideally cocapJe- 
mcntaiy personahtioE (Btevon's focus and organization 
versus Billy's spontaneity and often wild creativQ impulses), 
they shoro enough in common to speak for one another 
— wb«i they're not simply completing each olhet's sentenc- 
es It's a comfortable dynamic inherent in the relationship 
between brothers. 

“On one hand, it means there’s leaa mystery about what 
actions to take,” Steven sayB, *lt also means that when it 
comes time to reach a stoppingpoint and review the work, 
the conversation's already going. The conversation has been 
going all our lives.' 

While both can claim membemhip in Man Man, their time 
in the offbeat band doesn’t overhgi; Ste^'en was a founding 
member, while Biliyjolned after Steven had left, burnt out 
by the touring schedule. 

“The Man Man thing is a little crazy," Steven says. T'low 
it’s a chunk of income that helps fecilitate us doingthis kind 
ofthing. But in a totally separate way it's also a huge distrac- 
tion now that we’re dc^g this more ” 

The brothers are busy. The show at their alma mater, the 
Pennsylvania -Academy for the Fine Arts, where they're both 
on the teaching staft will be followed by involvement in a 
work-on-paper exhibition at the Art Museum in the fall, not

Steven Itas recently returned to creating music, if only for 
its own sake, recording in his studio. He also participates in 
frequent tlieater and dance coUaboratiotis. most recently 
creating a set forBnllctX's spring series at the Wilma. And 
while the work he constructs at Revolution Recovery is part 
of their collaboration, the RAIR program is solely Billy’s, in 
partnership with Cookin and Golen, 

The current plan is to have the studio built this summer 
ond to inaugurate the program with a series of what Hilly 
refers to as “biggie-shorties": large projects undertaken in 
short periods of time, drawing on the resources of the recy- 
cling facility.

RELISH THE MOMENT 

A Sou'them-fried jazz club is cooking in West 
Oak Lane. By Adam Erace

together in the same room. Yel there they were, right in front of 
me — on the cocktail list at a place called Relish. 

At this snazzy jazz joint in West Oak Lane, Simone inspires the

On one visit, though, there was nothing sickly sweet about the 
band's take on Bill Withers' classic “Ain't NoSunshino'’ their 
tortured, supple rendition did him proud, and set the soundtrack for 
one of luy more euteitainiug. albeit thirsty, meals in recent memory.

Relish's nattily attired halls.For a5,00&.£quare-foot establish- 
ment with several distinct zones, it feels oddly intimate. Hie 
performances in the 'cafe''iioat like spring zephyrs over a smoked- 
glass partition into the dining room.wherethe melodies are 
alwurlinlby llie.iwIrluiU'Mi'iietiHiKltlie lucky ears iiftbediiiers. 

Owners Benjamin and Robert Bynum know a thing or two about 
rhythm and blues. The brothers. 48 and 52, also have Warmdaddy's 
and owned the defunct ilonzibar Blue. At Kolish. the Bynums 
moke a convincing case that live entertainment con season a meal 
as essentially as salt, a.idiainaticaily as rasel hanout. 

(Rxxlor Ptiilly politics have hIhii added H dash nfiiitrigue (and fur 
some, bitterness) to the Relish recipe. Before the Bynums assumed 
control two years ago, they were hired as cmiEultants. and later 
managers, for the restaurant, at the time called Ogontz Urill. Back 
then, the Ogontz Avenue Revitalization Corp., a nonprofit founded 
by stale Rep. Dwight Evans, owned tlic place, which translated 
to the restaurantreceiviug more tiuui $1 
million of public money in the form of loans 
and grants, lln a December 20 lU article, 
the Inquinr wrote the establishment “rep- 
resents a tare, if not singular, example of 
aPennsylvanis rpstnurantsodependenl.nn l.helargessoflaxiiay- 
ers.'tThmigb legal iiiibniglki has ensued, you’d never kniw it from 
the piciure-of-professionalism staff — can't recall the last time I've 
enceuntorod hostesses this charming ortho burgeoning amount 
of seemingly happy customers. If all of us have poid. however 
indirectly, for Relish, the least wc can do is check to see how our

of Ben Bynuin, who doubles as Relish’s executive dief 
Scnal consultant Al Puns, Q Bynum brothers chefbock 
in the day, is again in the picture, and hia presence will 
be felt ou the KeLisli (and Warmdaddy's) menu shortly 
Fornow, though, Relish is still cranking out ‘modem 
Southern cuisine" between covers of Count Basie and 
Duke Ellington. 

“Modem’ isn't cnliroly accurate, ns much of the menu 
is pretty old-school — and that’s not a complaint. 1 won’t 
hate on the fluRy skillet cornbread brushed with honey 
butler or calAah nwriiiaied in hot jiepiier sauce, corn- 
ineal-crustpdaiid fried. Thr grits were as smoiillianri 
runny asiheones I've Jiad utilieCaruliatui.iweetpink 
shrimp inlaid like stepping stones around a moat of 
tomato broth. 

The four-piece platter of fried chicken is slnppcd of the 
exotkebutneys and honey-Srirachaglazcstbatacces- 
Mirue their duwnUjwii cousiii!!. Brea.sL, thigh, druiiielick 
and wing laid in cuiigre.ss, wearing eiii.sty wHinui-ciil- 
ored rubes. Td have preferred the buttermilk-marinated 
chicken fried a little lighter — the bird was less golden 
brown, more Jersey Shore blackened — but at least the 
meal w as dewy and rich. 

When the kitchen diverges from Southern-fried motes, 
its usually in an attempt to lighten the redpes (not 
unlike the Byii urns' goal at their new organic quick- 
serve, Green Soul, across the street). Seemingly, this is 
accomplished by replacing pork with turkey in some of 
the dishes: The dark-green coUords, braised in chicken 
stock and hot sauce, drew flavor from smoked turkey tails 
rather Uian liam liucks. Scented with Old Boy. crusty 
frimlrliickenliveraarrivtKloiia nownfcaramelived- 
omoD gravy flocked wiili bits of turkey bacon. 

Detours to the Caribbean also diversify the menu’s 
(hematic ilnvor, not to mention match the thatched 
bamboo bathrooms and “Veranda.” an enclosed, tiki- 
(Billed garelroslitclied in bee light-, Ciirrierl com relish, 
an accent you'd exited tu grace grilled fish at a Jamaican 
beach shack, appeared here as a sweet-and-spicy foil 
for fal fried oysters. Kclish's polio ponds oBbetod a 
quickie West Indies curry, naked chicken breasts iced 
like doughnuts with a coconut nun glaze. It tasted bet- 
ter than its ingredient list — the booze, plus white wine, 
heavy cream, curry powder, cumin, onion and apple- 
sauce — suggests. 

For dessert, there's silky banana puddmg with crushed 
vanilla wafers, a summery peach cobbler and redvefret 
cake, that ’^irw” old Southern helle. prepared Iq: local 
liakery Denuw’s nellcHciei wilhiiiil. pretense cir faddish- 
ness. Not (wlsied or tweaked or repackaged as artisanal 
marshmallow or frozon yogurt -just layer upon layer of 
frankly scarlet coltc.niorturcd withcrcam-chccsc icing. 
Jaded dessert-mongers pick up then forks and smile.
